1 quart blackberries, j cup sugar, 4 f 
4 cup ice water, or:chopped ice, 6 Shred- 
ded Wheat Biscuit. 4 pint thin cream, 
ecadacan sugar. Wash and pick over 
the berries, crush 4 of them, add the 
sugar and ice water, set in cool placesl 
with a sharp pointed knife an oblong 
cavity in the top of the biscuit about § 
inch from sides and end; carefully re- 
move the top and all inside shreds, 
making a basket. Fill with the crushed 
berries, letting the sy:up saturate the 
biscuit. Put the whole berries on top, 
sprinkle with powdered sugar and serve 


with cream. Raspberri4s, strawberries, 
bananas, may be prepared in the same 
way. Blueberries may be used without 
crushing. Pineapple, peaches or canta- 
loupe may also be used, paring and 
cutting fine with silver knife, using 
same proportions of sugar and water.

Are “‘Greek Letter 
Societies’ we Good 


For a University ? 





From the Standpoint of a “ Fraternity’ Graduate. 


CORRESPONDENT of the “Globe” qiticizes the 

iriendliness of the university authorities to the 

“Greek Letter societies.” It is quite true, as he 
states, that but little is known to the general public of these 
inter-collegiate organizations. Probably there is no college 
of note on this contynent where they do not exist, and it is 
equally true that if’ no college town is any organization 
more highly respected than the well-conducted Greek letter 
society. They are secret societies, it is true, but not 1.e- 
cessarily mysterious or dangerous. Some are better than 
others, but all of them, so far as I know, afford the students 
an opportunity to form lasting friendships, find congenial 
pleasures, and exert upon one another the influence of sim- 
ilar ambitions. It is rather singular that the letter to which 
I have referred should appear almost simultaneously with 
an agitation which is going on with regard to the same 
societies in Yale. In New Haven, where Yale is located, 
some of the chapter houses of the leading societies are 
windowless, gloomy and mysterious to outward view. Some 
of the buildings are bright, and cost a great deal of money 
to erect; some, of a different pattern, are the homes of the 
members, while others are only meeting-places. The odd- 
ness of the architecture and the exclusiveness of the mem- 
bers naturally set the teeth of the outsider on edge, but, 
like all other secret societies, there is nothing of interest 
to the public which is being concealed, and the lodge- 
rooms, like those of the societies to which the general pub- 
lic are admitted, contain no ghostly emblems or terrifying 
spectacles Having been a member of one of these 
societies myself and benefited by my contact with the clev- 
erest fellows in the college, I venture to protest against 
anyone who is without any knowledge, endeavoring to create 
suspicions which are entirely unworthy. It is true enough 
that the members are selected and cannot make applica- 
tion, and that apparently sometimes the best men of a class 
are left out, while mediocre men are invited to enter. The 





students of the college are the best jury to judge of the 
eligi y of their comrades to a circle where close com- 
panionship requires a great similarity of tastes. ambitions 
and impulses. It seems to me that it would be wise to

HE principal objection urged against “Greek Letter 
Societies” is that they inevitably, even if unintention- 
ally, accentuate social distinctions among university

exist to promote study, to disseminate” knowledge, or to 

elevate culture in its academic sense. Avowedly social and 
fraternal in their ends, and seeking these ends by means of 
exclusiveness and secrecy, Greek Letter societies must in 
their nature arouse suspicion amongst the majority of stu- 
dents in a university. The majority, be it remembered, do 


students. It is not even pretended that these 


not and cannot enter the charmed circle. If the majority 
were admitted the charm would be gone with the mystery. 
It is a fact that social status, wealth, and all the various 
forms of family position and “ pull” determine almost cn- 
tirely the membership of Greek letter societies. Without 
some one of these, no student, be he as worthy as he may, 
can penetrate the fraternal bond. It is, the open boast of 
the Greek letter brotherhoods that they embrace the soe- 
cially elect of the universities of America. It may be quite 
true that they are without sinister objects, serving merely 
to draw together congenial spirits. Congenial spirits would 
gravitate towards each other without the machinery of the 
chapter houses. In any event, an atmosphere of cliquism, 
suspicion and distrust is a heavy price to pay for the draw- 
ing together of a few congenial souls out of many. Graunt- 
ing that the fraternities are as innocent in their intent as 
the light of day, it is still true that their methods of pro- 
cedure tend inevitably to deepen caste feeling, and that caste 
feeling is not conducive to the spirit that should pervade 
a seat of learning. The universities of Great Britain and 
Ireland have got along pretty well without Greek letter 
societies. They are a Yankee product through and through, 
and wherever they exist on this continent. it is charged, 
and always will be charged. whether justly or unjustly, that 
they exert an undue and improper influence in all student 
activities. It is unfortunate that many professors and t- 
structors are Greek letter men, for it is felt by the majority 
that a tie at once intangible and puissant binds them to a 
select minority of their students, and that thus the fountain 
of learning is often defiled at its source. Nobody has a 
right to say that individuals shall not join themselves to 
gether in such social bonds as they choose, and the Greek 
letter society must be tolerated even where student opinion 
is overwhelmingly opposed to its spirit and aims.

CENTRAL incident in each of 
the late James A, Herne’s 
plays, Shore Acres and Sag 
Harbor, was tthe dinner 
scene, Every one who saw 

Shore Acres remembers ‘the feast, with 
the roast turkey, which came _ on 
steaming and was cut up and divided 
among the guests. It was no make- 
believe or property turkey, for not oniy 
did the smoke arise before the audi- 
ence and the dressing gush out when it 
Was opened, but the fragrance floated 
all through the auditorium. The ac- 
tors in the play have told how sur- 
feited they became, before tthe season 
ended, with roast turkey. Night after 
night they were obliged to partake of 
the bird, until the sight of it became 
almost unendurable. As the turkey 
was a large One, so that everybody 
might be helped in profusion, the ag- 
gregate cost at the end of the winter 
was something considerabie. 

Pleased with the success of the tur- 
key in Shore Acres, Mr. Herne intro- 
duced a real clam pie into the action in 
Sag Harbor. iIt must be said, how- 
ever, that in places where clams were 
not to be had oysters served just as 
well. The point was to have a genuine 
pie, and this was invariably brought 
from the kitchen, and it was appetiz- 
ing to see the seafaring folk on tne 
stage enjoy it and to sme the per- 
fume of the clams when it was cut up. 
As in the case of the turkey, however 
the actors in the piece goon tired of the 
pie, although succulent it may have 
been at first. 

Mr. Herne, according to the Baiti- 
more “News,” thought, from long ex- 
perience and observation, that audi- 
ences like to see a good dinner eaten 
on the stage. Ovher playwrights have 
been of the same opinion, for eating 
and drinking occurs in many dramatic 
works. Dinner as an incident is very 
useful, or even supper. Recall the live- 
ly supper in Camille—the furious talk 
and laughter, everybody gabbling at 
once and eating at the same time. 
There is something of the same kind 
in Mr. Mansfield’s A Parisian Ro- 
mance. And how amusing, as in Aunt 
Jack, if there is a comic character wno 
cannot get Waited upon and who sits 
half starved. In London at present 
there is a Play in which the dinner 
Scene occupies three-quarters of an 
hour—far too long. Twenty or twenty- 
five minutes is abundance for an in- 
cident of this character, 

Stage banquets, however, are not in- 
variably merry, as witness a very oid 
Macbeth, where Banquo 
is a guest unseen by all but the host, 
Whose ravings at the sight throw ev- 
erything into disorder and cause the 
hostess to dismiss the company. There 
sutdoor dinner going on in 
As You Like It when Orlando inter-

An actress must 
also Know something about cooking, 
or, at least, about the preparation of 
food. Making bread on the stage is 
common, and in Robertson's Ours there 
is a charming scene where Mary Net- 
ley runs about in the hut in the Cri- 
Mea with sleeves rolled up and in her 
hand the well-dusted rolling-pin.
